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(54) ON-VEHICLE ACOUSTIC EQUIPMENT 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To attenuate the sound 
volume of on-vehicle acoustic equipment without 
requiring any connection construction by applying muting 
to an audio circuit by generating a detecting signal from 
a detection part based on a signal from a reception part 
at the transmission/reception time of radio 
communication equipment. 

SOLUTION: When a portable teleophoneset 1 generates 
a transmission signal at the time of transmission or 
receives a reception signal at the time of reception, 
transmitted or received radio waves are received by an 
antenna block 5 at a reception part 4 built in on-vehicle 
acoustic equipment 3. The radio waves received by this 
block 5 are amplified by an amplifier part 6, and the 
amplified received radio waves outputted from the 
reception part 4 are impressed to a call origination/call 
termination detection part 7. Then, since a mute control 
part 8 mutes an audio circuit part 9 corresponding to the 
detecting signal from detection part 7, the audio signal of 

a reproducing device 10 is applied with muting, and sound volume is attenuated. Thus, the sound 
volume of the equipment 3 can be attenuated at the transmission/reception time of the 
telephone set 1. 
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
